SET-UP INSTRUCTIONS 


1. Check all plugs. See Diagram No. | 


2. Check line cords and power supply. See Diagram No. II 

3. Check light display Boards, Sockets, Wires, Plugs and Cables. See Diagram No. III 

4. After making sure all plugs and cables are right, plug machine in. 

5. This should light background lights and red switch lights. If so, trip coin switch and push 
red button - cycle should start. Cycle takes fifteen seconds to complete. Display readout 
should stay on

Reset machine and repeat procedure, machine should function same as instruction No. 5. 
OPERATING SEQUANCE 


Computer Palm Reader operates by placing a coin in the coin mech. Making coin switch, ener- 
gizes coin relay, Opening a set of contacts which opens circut to S, C. R. 's logic. At this point 
readout display lights will go off. Computer Palm Reader is now ready to be recycled. Thisis 
done by pushing either red button on front plate. One switch makes, this fires an S. C. R. in the 
logic system starting readout sequance. This can be adjusted by POT. on logic board. (Factory 
set at fifteen seconds). After all five catagories light, machine stays at display locked until 


next coin. Also, there isa lock relay that energizes red buttons after first quarter. This stops 
free play of machine. 


SEQUANCE INFORMATION 
Computer Palm Reader is a solid state instrument and should be treated as one. No attempt to 
repair components should be undertaken unless by a qualified service technecian. 


Computer Palm Reader is divided into three basic systems, Power Supply, Logic and Display.

Computer Palm Reader does not require much maintenance, All systems have been factory 
tested. 


Computer Palm Reader uses three types of miniature lights: 
1850 miniature bayonet - Readout Display Only (Use G. E. 1850 Only) 
47 background 
455 catagory lines - Flashers 


All of the bulbs can be changed from the back of Display Board, by taking the screws out 
and pulling out the sockets and replacing the bulb. NOTE: (Readout Display - when 


changing the bulbs be careful not to bend the P. C. Board. Also, it is important to unplug 
the machine) 


To replace Readout Display P. C. Boards, be sure to pull out the plug slowly and not to bend 
the board while removing the plug. NOTE: JAI! plugs are keyed and only go in one way). 


There are three types of plugs used: 
2 Pinon P.C. Boards to Cable 
8 Pin on P.C. Boards to Cable 
3 Pin on Cable to Cable 
NOTE: (3 Pin plugs are also keyed). 


*IMPORTANT NOTE: 


When pluging in 2 Pin Plug it is possible to reverse plug or put it in back- 

wards. So be sure to be extremely careful to make sure plug is in right and 
locked. Puting plug in backwards could cause damage to Logic System. 

If it becomes necessary to unplug any board always refer to Diagrams | thru 
IIl for proper plug position when replacing plugs.
